SELECTMEN'S    REPORT. 


In  the  foregoing  report  will  be  found  the  financial  trans- 
actions of  the  selectmen  for  the  past  official  year,  which  is 
respectfully  submitted  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
Alton.  The  money  invested  in  the  two  road  machines  was 
in  our  opinion  sufficient  to  warrant  the  erection  of  a  build- 
ing to  house  them  in,  costing  $267.  There  were  two  peti- 
tions brought  before  the  board  for  new  highways,  which 
were  in  their  judgment  needed  to  accommodate  the  public, 
and  were  accordingly  laid  out,  one  being  completed  and 
the  contractor  for  the  other  settled  with,  a  sufficient  part 
of  the  contract  price  being  retained  to  complete  the  road, 
the  one  at  the  south  part  of  the  town  costing  $110,  includ- 
ing land  damage,  and  that  on  the  mountain  $2,540.  It  will 
be  seen  from  the  above  report  that  the  cost  of  the  store 
house  and  new  highways  would  have  paid  the  total  debt 
and  left  a  small  sum  in  the  treasury.

School    Report 


In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  public  stat- 
utes, the  School  Board  take  pleasure  in  transmitting  their 
fourth  annual  report. 

The  whole  amount  of  money  appropriated  for  school  pur- 
poses was  $1,913  72  ;  the  amount  of  unexpended  money 
lor  the  year  ending  March  1st,  1889,  was  $73  86  ;  the 
amount  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the  School  Board 
was  $18  63;  the  total  school  revenue  was  $2,006  21. 

The  expenditures  lor  the  year  ending  March  1st,  1890, 
were  $1,994  09,  as  follows:  Teacher's  salaries  and  board, 
$1,787  25  ;  fuel,  $68  28  ;  repairs,  $67  06  ;  conveying  the 
scholars  to  and  from  the  schools,  $71  50.  The  total 
amount  of  money  received,  $2,006  21  ;  money  expended, 
$1,994  09  ;  cash  in  the  treasury,  $12  12.

Six  of  the  above  15  scholars  belong  to  Alton,  and  9  be- 
long to  Gilford. 
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We  have  united  the  schools,  as  far  as  practicable,  with- 
out moving  schoolhouses,  thereby  reducing  the  number  of 
schools  from  nineteen  to  twelve.  By  moving  two  school- 
houses,  the  number  of  schools  would  then  be  reduced  to 
ten,  and  the  change  would  necessitate  only  a  small  expense 
in  conveying  scholars  to  and  from  the  schools.  By  this 
arrangement,  not  more  than  twelve  scholars  would  have  to 
be  conveyed  over  two  miles.  If  the  number  of  schools 
were  reduced  to  ten,  each  school  would  then  have  at  least 
twenty-six  weeks  of  instruction.  The  object  of  the  School 
Board  is  to  unite  those  schools  which  are  near  one  another, 
and  thereby  reduce  the  number  of  schools  from  twenty  to 
ten  and  the  number  of  teachers  from  twenty  to  ten.  With 
this  policy,  it  is  plain  to  be  seen  that  there  will  be  a  larger 
number  of  week's  instruction,  and  the  teachers  will  receive 
a  larger  compensation ;  and  yet  no  greater  amount  of 
money  need  to  be  expended,  nor  need  any  school  contain 
too  many  scholars.  In  some  of  our  schools  we  have  seven 
scholars,  and  in  others,  nine.  Where  they  are  near  enough 
such  schools  ought  to  be  united  and  thereby  save  the  ex- 
pense of  two  teachers.  During  the  past  year  we  have 
paid  our  teachers  from  two  to  five  dollars  more  each  month 
than  has  been  paid  in  any  previous  year,  and  the  scholars 
have  been  taught  from  three  to  four  weeks  longer.
